las the law might declare it to be. 

It is a mecessary expense if the business is to 
be conducted in a large and profitable way and the 
government shares in the prosperity and may even 
use some of these taxes to increase the number 
of agents who increase the expenses of the busi- 
ness.

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BIG SUPER 
PLANT 
BYLLESBY 


BY O. A. MATHER. 
Another big super-power project for 
the middie eastern states is planned. 


The Potomac River Power corporation 
of Cleveland, O., in which the Bylies- 
by organization holds an interest, yes 
terday applied to the federal power 
commission for a preliminary permit 
contemplating the development of pos- 
sibly three water power sites on the 
Potomac river. 

“ ‘The project is a large one and would 
develop about 350,000 horsepower,” Vice 
President H. W. Fuller of the Byllesby 
organization said in Chicago. “It also 
would create largo storage reservoirs, 
which would have the effect of mini- 
mizing floods. The application does not 
necessarily mean construction of the 
project but it would give us the oppor- 
tunity to complete extensive surveys, in- 
vestigations and negotiations to deter- 
mine its feasibility.” 

Now Bufllding Big Pleat. 

The Byllesby’ organization, 
Louisville Gas and Electric company, al- 
ready is building one of the country’s 
largest hydro-electric plants on the Ofioe 
river at Louisville, Ky. This plant is 
lecated at the only sharp fall in the 
river and its ultimate capacity will be 
135,000 horsepower. Its cost will be about 
$8,000,000. 

Similar to the projected Potomac de- 
velopment, the Kentucky development 
also will have its effect on minimizing 
the Ohio river floods. The federal gov- 
ernment and the Louisville company are 
coSperating in the building of huge 
dams to create a reservoir to govern the 
flood waters. 

Should the Potomac river project be 
carried out, there is the further possi- 
bility that the two systems might be/.- 
hooked up into a great power pool to 
: ‘the growing industries of the middle
